The Carter Clove and Mitten Factory 
has been moved from North Vernon to 
Seymour, and will be placed in opera­ 
tion immediately. 
The owner of the 
plant, W. A. Carter, a prominent and 
successful business man of this city, 
purchased the factory several months 
ago, and for some time operated it in 
North Vernon. 
Ever since he opened 
the factory there, however, he has had 
difficulty in securing a sufficient num­ 
ber of employes to manufacture enough 
gloves to fill the orders. 
He had prop­ 
ositions from a number of cities in I n­ 
diana besides several in other states, 
but finally decided to move his factory 
to Seymour where his other business in­ 
terests are located. 
The new factory 
will manufacture canvas gloves and 
mittens, for which the company finds a 
ready mark et. 
Mr. Carter has rented the large brick 
building at the corner of Brown and 
Poplar streets, and is now arranging the 
building to accommodate the machinery 
which has already been shipped from 
North Vernon. 
The equipment consists 
of twenty large power sewing machines, 1 
one power cutter which is provided with 
dyes for cutting forty different styles 
and sizes of gloves and mittens, and a 
number of smaller machines. 
The plant 
will be run with a large gasoline en-

Not long ago the assessor of Con­ 
cordia parish wrote 
to the 
Times- 
J>eino< rat calling 
attention 
to 
the 
wanton slaughter 
of 
deer 
in 
the 
lenth Ward of that parish during 
tho present season, says Forest and 
stream. 
According to th.* assessor, 
J. D. Miller, the Cocodrie swamp hae 
for a number of weeks been the scene 
of operations for a large number of 
hunters who have been killing deer 
for their hides. 
This Cocodrie swamp, Mr. Miller 
asserts, is the greatest natural deer 
park in tho ,world, and he believes 
that more than 500 doer have been 
killed in that section during the p ri­ 
sent season. 
Residents of the ward 
aie finding carcasses stripped of their 
hides and other carcasses of deer 
that have been wounded and after­ 
ward died all over the swamp. 
The people of Goneordia parish are 
naturally outraged, at this invasion 
of hide hunters, who, how'ever, de­ 
clare that they are protected by the 
game laws, having paid the State 
license of $1. 
y et the laws of Touis- 
lana prohibit the slaughter of does 
and fawns and limit the kill of the 
individual hunter for the day and for 
the season. If the destruction has been 
anything like what it is reported these 
proxislons must have been constantly 
violated. 
Information o-f this alleged destruc­ 
tion ought to have reached the State 
Game Commission long «before the 
close of the season. 
If it was not 
learned of, at all events they have 
it. now', aird this information will un­ 
doubtedly cause the game authorities 
to be on the alert for similar viola­ 
tions next season.

resent the real sport as followed by the daring riders of 
Asia who indulge in this pastime. 
A glance at the ac­ 
company ing illustration from the London News is con­ 
clusive evidence in support of that statement. 
One can 
fairly see the movement, so truthfully has the a rtist 
handled his subject. 
It requires no stretch of ima gina ­ 
tion for one to feel that in such riding there is the 
thrill that courses through o n es being from a keen 
sense of ever-present danger. 
Here one sees no ambling 
palfrey burdened with lady fair, nor over-fat charger 
bearing a knight in silken armor; and the difference is 
quite noticeable, indeed. 
Another noticeable feature brought out in the illus­ 
tration is that the natives of those regions not only use 
hawks and falcons, but they train eagles for the pur­ 
pose of pursuing such game as the gazelle, the fox and 
even the wolf. 
The Kirghiz nomads of Central Asia 
are keen sportsmen who highly prize these magnificent 
birds and the sport they give. 
During part of the y ear 
this sport forms their chief amusement. 
The men ride 
out in company and beat the country for a fox, their 
favorite quarry . 
The hunt is short, but the excitement 
is intense. 
As soon as the quarry is sighted the eagle 
is unhooded and thrown. 
A mad rush follows—eagles, 
dogs and men on their wildly racing steeds. 
The eagle 
“ stoops” at the fox in efforts to turn it. 
When suc­ 
cessful, the dogs rush in and pull the quarry down. 
The weight of these birds is very great, and on the 
saddle can be seen the wooden perch which the fal­ 
coner uses to support his arm when carry ing an eagle 
on his fist.

by the present legislature of Ohio to 
catch carp under ten inches in length 
ind ilie fishermen who undertake io 
market carp under that length are li­ 
able to be haled before a court of jus- 
■.ice and hea vily fined. 
This law', however, applies only to 
Lake Erie and the rivers which flow 
into it. 
Carp that are to be found in 
>ther strea ms in Ohio have been foum 
O lack the size of the lake fish. 
The German carp, which is the only 
*arp to be found in the state, was firs 
introduced in Ohio 25 y ears ago. am 
his development was slow. 
It took sev 
tral y ears for him to become accli 
fnated to the waters of the rivers and 
takes, and only in Lake Erie and its 
contributing waters has he ever de 
veloped into a marketable product.

has been found to be a prolific breed 
? r and in the last four of five y ears has 
become one of the most important com 
mercial fish along the lake front.

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HERE are hut few men in the country that have reached the 
half-century mile stone on the highway from the cradle to 
the grave but have memories lingering around the old grist 
mill of their boy hood day s, writes L. O. Emmerson in the 
Princeton (ind.) Clarion-New s. 
In their mind’s ey e they see 
its steep roof and hear its “ chew-chew” —and think that is 
just what the old mill was doing with the corn and wheat that 
was pouring into its insatiable maw— the old grist mill with “ wool carding ’ 
painted in big letters along its side which might be read with ease a half- 
mile away , with closer inspection showing in smaller letters this sign near 
the entrance door, which all were expected to read: 
“ Custom day s Tues­ 
day s, Thursday s and Saturday s. 
Toll one-sixth lor corn, one-eighth for 
wheat. 
First come, first served.” 
v 
Here all the gossip of the country was exchanged for its kind. 
Here 
knives were swapped, either by inspection or unsight or unseen? 
Horse 
swapping was also of common occurrence. 
On those “ custom da y s” from 
early morn to dewey eve the crowd was coming and going, swapping and 
bantering. 
Did it happen to be a campaign y ear, politics was discussed by 
all except the miller, who was supposed to favor all sides and have nothing 
to say , and it was regarded as a breach of good breeding to attempt to 
draw him into discussion. 
The milling was most often done by the boy s of the family , ranging 
in age from 10 to 17 y ears. 
If any one should inquire aboNt the size of any 
certain boy , and was told that he was big enough to go to mill, they would 
consider the a nswer satisfactory . 
When the family meal barrel showed 
signs of exhaustion, a bag of corn would be selected the evening before 
some particular custom day , and at night after all the chores were done 
and the family was all indoors, a bed quilt would be spread out upon the 
floor and the corn poured thereon. 
Then the fa mily would gather around 
and shell the corn upon the quilt, while the cobs would be thrown aside 
for use in the kitchen stove. 
Then the quilt would be gathered up, causing 
the corn to collect in the center, when it would be scooped into the bag and 
set aside till morning. 
Bright and early the next day it would be placed across the back of a 
horse with a boy mounted astride, and he would strike out for the nearest 
mill. 
Sometimes he would have to go five or six miles. 
The sign, “ First 
come, first served,” was strictly adhered to. 
Often he would be among the 
last to arrive and many times he would have to stay till dark for his grist, 
and then ride the lonely way home through woods and swamps in the dark- 
ness. 
But all this was nothing to the day he had spent with the other mill 
boy s, wrestling, jumping, play ing ball and marbles, swapping knives and 
excha nging gossip for gossip, which he knew would be called for and lis­ 
tened to by all when he got home. 
A good supper would be waiting for 
him when he arrived at home at last, for of dinner he had had none. 
Mills quit grinding custom grists more than twenty y ears ago. 
In the 
old grist mill times when a boy came he was met by the miller at the plat­ 
form in front of the mill door. 
The miller there took charge of the bag 
of grain, which he placed in a row of other hags, each in the order of its 
arrival. 
And when the last grain of any grist had disappeared down the 
hopper the miller would snout “ Rake a w a y !” 
This was the signal to the 
mill hoy whose grist had been ground, and he must quickly ra k e all the meal 
in the meal box to the end and not allow it to get mixed with the next 
grist, just poured into the hopper. 
It was curious that people a lway s supposed that the meal they got was 
ground from the same corn that they brought to the mill, when in fact it 
took several bushels of corn to fill the mill before any would run out. 
But 
they were satisfied and that was enough. 
Mills now buy y our wheat and 
corn outright and sell y ou their meal and flour. 
The exchange is made 
at once, and y ou do not have to await y our turn. 
No more do the mill boy s congregate about the place. 
Going to mill 
ha s lost its charm; it is a lost art. 
We who have served our time must 
accept the customs and say farewell to the old grist mill, which, like our­ 
selves, has seen its day .

parts of southern France, but has only 
recently been discovered in this coun­ 
try . 
It is variously regarded as a skin 
disease and as a form of insanity , for 
it is in reality both; that is to say , 
there are skin eruptions and a dis­ 
turbance of the mental faculties, both 
due to the same cause. 
The disease is at first remittent in 
character, that is to say , it has periods 
of rem ission—in the winter— when the 
patient is apparently in his ordinary 
health; 
but each 
spring it returns 
worse than before, and so it goes on, 
with three 
steps forward 
and one 
backward, to a fatal 
termination at 
the end of from three to five or six 
y ears. 
The eruption begins as a diffused 
redness or discolored patches, itching 
most distressingly , and is followed by 
a peeling of the epidermis in the form 
of branny scales. 
It is most marked 
on the backs of the hands and feet, 
hut may come on the body or legs as 
well. 
It begins in the spring and gets 
worse during the summer, but may 
nearly or quite disappear with the ad­ 
vent of cold weather. 
The next 
spring it returns, and 
now there are digestive troubles added 
pain and 
distress in the stomach 
after eating, diarrhoea, and often ver­ 
tigo headache, and pertdstent ringing 


form the next summer, and with them 
appear 
mental 
sy mptoms—delirium 
and profound 
melancholia. 
And so 
the disease goes on until death puts an 
end to the pa tient’s sufferings. 
This description is that of the dis­ 
ease as it occurs in chronic form in 
Italy . 
In this country it is apt to be 
more acute and 
rapidly progressive, 
without the 
winter 
remissions ob­ 
served in the European cases. 
Pellagra 
occurs 
generally 
only 
among the very poor and those living 
under the most unhy gienic conditions; 
but although poverty may predispose 
to the disease, its sole cause so far as 
known is the eating of diseased maize. 
This grain trouble is a corn-smut, a 
form of mold which attacks the grain 
stored in damp places. 
The prevention is simple— the use 
of flour and meal niad^ from good 
grain only ; but in the conditions un­ 
der which many of the Italian peas­ 
ants live, this is not 
so easy as it 
sounds.—Youth’s Companion.
